BERLIN, via London, Dec. 15.—Dr. 


Karl Hefferich, Secretary of the Im- 
perial Treasury, in his speech yesterday 
in the Reichstag in support of the bill 
for a supplementary war credit of 10. 


000,000,000 marks (. 500, 000, 000) denied 
flatly assertions made by newspapers 
in foreign countries that the success of 
the German war loans was fictitious 
and made possible only by the loans of 
subscribers through the war credit 
banks. He stated that the total loans 
by these institutions was 1.600, 000, 000 
marks $400,000,000 as compared with 
over 5.000, 000, 00 marks ($6,250,000,000 in 
subscriptions. 

Referring to his estimate in August 
that the total cost of the war to all 
the belligerents was almost 300,000,900 
marks ($75,000,000) daily, Dr. Helfferich 
said that this amount could now be esti- 
mated at from 320,000,000 to 330,000,000 
matks. This would make a yearly cost 
of almost 120,000,000,000 marks ($30,000,000, - 
000), he said, an amount equal to haif 
the total valuation of the public and 
private wealth of France before the 
war. He said that almost two-thirds of 
this expenditure was shouldered by the 
entente allies and a little more than 
one-third by Germany and her allies. 
He said he could modestly assert that 
Germany and her allies, with an expen- 
diture much smaller than their oppo- 
nents, had accomplished more than the 
latter.

DEMAND DUE TO WAR SWEEPS 
COUNTRY OF WASTE MATERIAL 


Rags G-veatly Increase in Price and 
Some Are Worth More Than Kaw 
Wool Because of Dye in Them. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The war has sent 
the prices of waste material soaring and 
the country has almost been swept bare 
of such products, according to reports 
to the National Association of Waste 
Material Dealers, in quarterly session 
here. President Louis Birkenstein said: 
“The demand for cotton for explosives 
and for cotton batting and linters, has 
resuited in reclamation work in cotton 
waste products which has made it pos- 
rible to substitute many of these for the 
*tandard products. The reclaiming of 
wool, jute and other fibers and materials 

is going on. 

_ “Certain grades of woolen rags have 
tripled in price since the war began and 
ether grades have advanced 300 to 500 
ber cent over 1914. Colored wool rags 
are actually bringing more than a sim- 
ilar amount of raw wool, owing to the 
dye in the rags.’’

There's $140 down here waiting for 
you,” he said.

Friendly But Emphatic Note From United States 
Concerning Six Germans and Austrians to 
Be Delivered Today—Precedents Cited. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. B.- Ambassador 
Sharp at Paris is expected to deliver to 
the French Foreign Offlee today the 
American note asking for the immediate 
release of the six Germans and Aus- 
trians recently removed by the French 
cruiser Descartes from the American 
steamships Caroline, Coamo and San 
Juan. 

Although friendly in tone, the com- 
munication is an emphatic protest 
against the removal of the men, which 
act, it declared, was in flagrant viola- 
tion of American rights and without le- 
gal justification. Precedents are cited 
in support of the American position. 

The note was cabled to Ambassador 
Sharp yesterday by Secretary Lansing, 
after it had been approved by Presi- 
dent Wilson and the Cabinet. Publica- 
tion of the text of the communication 
will await notice of its presentation to 
the French Foreign Office. 

What the Note Contends. 

‘The American note cites precedents 
employed in the case of August Piepen- 
brink, a German, who was removed 
from an American ship by a French 
cruiser in November last year and re- 
leased after representations by the Umt- 
ed States. 

Attention is directed to the fact that 
the men removed from the ships were 
not embodied in “the armed forces of 
the enemy“ as that term is used in the 
declaration of London. It is asserted, 
moreover, that there is no justification 


| 


for removal of a subject of a nation 
which is an enemy of France from an 
American vessel on the high seas bound 
to a neutral port, even if they could 
be properly regarded as military per- 
sons. 

To support this position, it is under- 
stood, the note points to the rule set 


down by the French Minister of For- 


eign Affairs in a note sent during the 
Civil War to the French Minister of 
the United States in regard to the re- 
moval of the Confederate commission- 
ers, Mason and Slidell, from the steafu- 
ship Trent. This note, considered es- 
pecially applicable to the present situa- 
tion, said: 

“She (the Trent) was carrying her 
cargo and her passengers to 9. neutral 
country and, moreover, she had taken 
them on in a neutral port. If it were ad- 
missable that under such conditions, 
the neutral flag did not completely 
cover the persons and merchandise 
which it was transporting, its immunity 
would no longer be anything but an 
empty word; at any time the commerce 
and navigation of third Powers would 
have to suffer from their harmless or 
even indirect relations with one or the 
other of the belligerents; the latter 
would no longer be entitled merely to 
require entire impartiality of a neutral 
and to forbid him from interfering in 
any way in the hostilities, but they 
would place upon his freedom of com- 
merce and navigation restrictions the 
lawfulness of which modern interna- 
tional law has refused to admit.’’ 


AUSTRIAN PAPER 
CALLS ANCONA NOTE 
APOLITICAL MOVE 


Hungarian Journal Wonders if 
American People Will Back 
Up President’s Demands. 


ZURICH, Dec. 15.—The Budapest 
newspaper Pester Lloyd, one of the 
leading Hungarian journals, raises the 
question as to whether the American 


people really will stand behind the 
United States Government in the mat- 
ter of the Ancona note. The paper re- 
marks regarding the question of indem- 
‘nity that the Washington State Depart- 
ment always has refused to recognize 
the claims of foreign countries whose 
subjects have been killed or injured 
during strike proceedings, as in Penn- 
sylvania or Colorado recently. 

The Pester Lloyd adds: 

We are not inclined to take this 
latest manifestation of American be- 
havior too tragically. After the war we 
shall need every capable and willing 
worker. Our fellow subjects in America 
will be afforded most favorable vppor- 
tunities to return home and that further 
emigration from this monarchy to 
America will stop of itself, may be easily 
conceived.” 

In conclusion the néwspaper express- 
@s the hope that few Hungarians or 
Austrians will be left in America to 
have their self-respects as subjects of 
the monarchy injured by a reaction of 
public opinion. 

The Vienna Neue Freie Presse con- 
tends that everything in connection with 
the sinking of the steamer was done in 
Strict accordance with international 
law. The ship was warned to stop and 
given ample time for the passengers 
and crew to take to the boats. In the 
confusion and panic which ensued many 
pérsons, including some presumably 
American citizens, lost their lives, but 
the paper adds, “even the stories of 
hostile passengers show that the Cap- 
tain of the submarine kept strictly 
within the rules of International law.“ 
„An these were even punctiliously ob- 
served,” continues the Neue Freie 
Presse, “leaving no occasion for special 
diplomatic action in this case. Presi- 
dent Wilson has no justification for 
such a repetition of the Lusitania note 
exchange with Germany.

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AUSTRIA LIKELY 10. 
DENY KNOWLEDGE 
OF LUSITANIA NOTE 


Expected to Say She Has No 
Official Information of De- 
mands to Germany. 


VIENNA, Dec. 13, via London, Dec. 
i4.—The American note to Austria-Hun- 
gary concerning the sinking of the Ital- 
ian steamer Ancona is regarded here as 
weak on one important point which 
may deprive the note in general of its 
foundation. 

This concerns the standpoint taken 
that the Austro-Hungarian Government 
should be familiar with the attitude of 


the American Government regarding the 
freedom of the seas, because President 
Wilson had explained this to the Gee 
man Government, thus implying that 
Austria, as Germany's ally, should de 
acquainted with the principles laid down 
and desired by Washington. 

Against this stand of Washington the 
objection is raised in responsible quar- 
ters here that the Government has 
knowledge of the negotiations in the 
Lusitania case only through the news- 
papers; that it could give to these re- 
ports no diplomatic value and that it 
has not concerned itself in any way. 
with the Lusitania case. 

It is pointed out by the same authority 
that the American Government can 
scarcely demand that the imperial and 
royal Government base its policy upon 
newspapers, and it is suggested that in 
any case it would have been better if 
Washington, at the time, had communi- 
cated the memorandum of its stand. 
point to all belligerent Governments, in 
which case the present note would seem 
more justified.

REVENTLOW SEES 
HIDDEN: THREAT 
IN AMERICAN NOTE 


Says Document Is Superficial 
and Contradictory in Some 
Places. 


BERLIN, via London, Dec. 15.—Count 
von Reventlow, in an article in the 
Tages Zeitung, says that the note by 
the United States regarding the Ancona 
‘case is characterized of curt command 
and hinted threats. He says he thinks 
it is remarkable that a note based on 
trustworthy information’ and “appar- 
ent” facts, contains opinions, judgments 
and demands of specific and most harsh 
character. 

Count Reventlow states that he re- 
gards the treatment in the note of cir- 
cumstances of the case as quite supe’- 
ficial and even contradictory. He says 
a contradiction particularly is the fact 
that the note alleges the Ancona tried 
to escape because the submarine fired 
upon her, whcreas a few sentences later 
„the ship apparently neither offered re- 
sistance or attempted to escape, the 
note in addition ignoring completely the 
official Austrian description of the cir- 
cumstances. 

“The true explanation of this is there- 
fore that the note is political rather 
than an attempt to treat the case ob- 
jectively,’’ declares the Count. 

The Lokal Anzeiger, the Tageblatt, the 
Vossische Zeitung and other leading 
journals refrain from any comment on 
the American note to Austria-Hungary 
on the Ancona which might be regarded 
as tending to complicate the situation. 


Only the Kreuz Zeitung and the Post 


indulge in any extended discussion of 
the document. The Kreuz Zeitung says: 

„The language of the note is remark- 
able. The Ancona, through its attempt 
at flight had, even in accord with the 
stand earlier taken by the United States 
forfeited every right to consideration 
and it was for the commander of the 
submarine to decide whether to sink the 
steamer by artillery fire or torpedo her. 

“Only Captain to Blame.” 

“The United States can, therefore, hold 
as responsible for the loss of life only 
the captain of the Ancona, who did no 
Obey the submarine’s orders, or rather 
those upon whose instructions he so 
acted. The Cabinet at Vienna will, 
therefore, probably reject the claims of 
America as directed to the wrong ad- 
dress. 

The Post, after commenting on Amer- 
ican celerity in sending the note, as 
contrasted with weeks, and in the case 
of the British blockade note even 
months of delay in inaugurating nego- 
tiations with other Governments, says: 

“The reasons for the acceleration 
may, perhaps, be sought in the fact 
that Congress is now in session and 
President Wilson, with a presidential 
campaign at hand, wishes to garner as 
much success as possible for his policy. 

Whether he will be successful is an- 
other question. The contents of the 
rote offer nothing new in the realm of 
note exchanges and reiterated the ref. 
erences to the violation of interna- 
tional law and humanity. The note, 
however, is not so sharp in its predic- 
tions as the cabled reports seemed to 
show, for it leaves open, despite its 
very clear mode of expression, ‘a very 
good possibility for an understanding 
satisfactory to both sides. 


Has Not Minced Matters. 
The Lokal Anzeiger, refraining from 


extended comment, says: 

“We can see that Mr. Wilson this 
time, as in general, in his relations 
with the central Powers, has not 
minced matters. The answer of the 
it 
is hoped, leave nothing to be desired. 

The Rhenish Westphalian Gazette at 
Essen finds two weak points in the An- 
cona note—first, that arrangements 
with one belligerent, Germany, have 
no validity for Austria-Hungary: see- 
ond, that firing upon the Ancona was 
the only measure to prevent the already 
attempted flight and was therefore per- 
fectly justified, according to the recog- 
nized rules of war. 

The Gazette expresses the conviction 
that Austria-Hungary will never disa- 
vow the sinking of the Ancona, nor pun- 
ish the commander of the submarine, 
adding: 

“The demands addressed by the neu- 
tral American Government to Austria 
are a& unexampled as the tone of the 
note is arrogant, and the only conclu- 
sion possible is that the Union wishes 
at all costs to bring about the same con- 
flict with Austria-Hungary as with Ger- 
many. 

Officer’s Sense of Duty. 

“The Austrian Government can never 
declare an act of one of its officers un- 
justified which was perfectly legal ac- 
cording to the laws of war. An officer's 
sense of duty and his initiative deter- 
mine the value of an officer. He would 
undergo a remarkable disciplining if the 
American standpoint was in the future 
to be the guide to his actions. We ven- 
ture to express the hope that the Aus- 
tHan Government will refuse to judge 
an efficient submarine commander oth- 
erwise than on the basis of his military 
achievements and will discuss the ques- 
tion of compensation only so far as per- 
mitted by international law.

JUNE 7 DATE PUT 
ST. LOUIS OUT OF 
CONVENTION RACE 


LONG MEETING EXPECTED 


Thomas K. Niedringhaus of St. 
Louis Named on the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Now that the 
Republican National Committee has se- 
lected Chicago for its convention and 
the date, June 7, speculation turned to- 


day on platforms, candidates and the 
duration of the convention. Twenty-four 
hours before the committee met it 
looked as if St. Louis, which already 
has the Democratic national conven- 
tion for June 14, would get the Repub- 
lican convention also, but St. Louis was 
third in the voting. But one ballot was 
taken and of the 52 votes cast, Chicago 
received 30, San Francisco 13, St. Louis 
7 and Philadelphia 2. 

When, earlier in the day, the commit- 
tee announced the date for holding the 


convention as June 7, disinterested poli-' 


ticlans here predicted that St. Louis was 
out of the race, for the reason that the 
committee could take no chances on 
having its gathering lap over into the 
Democratic convention time. All of 
which indicates to many that the G. 0. 
P. leaders look for a long, hard fight 
before a standard bearer is selected. 
It is freely predicted here today that 
the Republican convention would last 
more than a week, possibly 10 days. 

The committee is belleved to have been 
influenced in deciding upon an early 
date for the convention as the result of 
arguments that the Republicans should 
not wait for the Democrats to meet first 
and announce its candidates and princi- 
ples. 

Before concluding its work, the com- 
mittee appointed a Committee on Ar- 
rangements, headed by Chairman Hilles, 
and which includes Thomas K. Niedring- 
haus of St. Louis, which will select a 
temporary chairman of the convention 
and appoint some of its temporary com- 
mittees. 

Arguments for and against the incor- 
poration of a plank in the Republican 
platform for a Federal suffrage amend- 
ment were heard. The committee made 
no promises. 

Technical objections raised to an early 
date by representatives of West Vir- 
ginia and South Dakota, where pri- 
maries to elect convention delegates are 
held June 6, were swept away by the 
adoption of a resolution which will per- 
mit placing the names of the candi- 
dates from those states on the tempo- 
rary roll of the convention with the 
agreement that certification by tele- 
graph from the proper state authorities 
after the primaries will be valid au- 
thorization for the seating. 

The combination of St. Louis, San 
Francisco and Philadelphia, talked of 
Monday, failed to materialize. It would 
have made no difference, for Chicago 
had a majority over all. Ex-Mayor C. 
ly. Walbridge made the principal argu- 
ment for St. Louis. Every one of the 
four cities had its check ready, and be- 
fore the ballot was taken Chairman 
Hilies held paper worth $400,000. 

The Republican fight, it was said to- 
day, will be waged on a few plain prin- 
viples; defense of American commerce 
and industry and defense of American 
lives. One of the points of attack will 
be that the Democratic party in Con- 
greds had not stood for an adequate 
plan of preparedness until events across 
the Atlantic forced them to by maa 
thelr position. 


JON GORSE OF POST-DISPATCH 
STAFF DIES AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


His “Ivan Whin” Stories Attracted 
Wide Attention—Had Pronounced 
Gift for Verse. 

Jon E. Gorse, 54 years old, for more 
than W years a member of the editorial 
staff of the Post-Dispatch, died at 6 
o’elock this morning at his home, 6151 
Berlin avenue. A complication of dis- 
eases resulted, more than a year ago, 
in physical disability and a gradual de- 
cline of vitality. 

He was born. in Watertown, N. Y., 
Feb, 9, 1861, and was brought up in 
Evansville, Ind. In the early sos he 
Came to St. Louis and entered newspa- 
per work, his first employment being 
en the Globe-Democrat, under Joseph 
B. McCullagh. H's quarter of a cen- 
tury of service on the Post-Dispatch 
staff was continuous, except for three 
years in New York, where he was em- 
ployed on the Worid and the American. 

His early work on the Post-Dispatch 
as a reporter included much in the na- 
ture of public service, such as the inves- 
tigation of public offices and the pra>- 
‘Hees of public utility corporations. He 
later took charge of the Post-Dispatch 
Sunday magazine, of which he was ed- 
nor for a number of years. 

Under the pen name “Ivan Whin,” 
Mr. Gorse wrote a series ‘of fiction 
stories, which were printed in the daily 
and Sunday tasues of the Post-Dispatch. 
Most of these stories had a local set- 
ting, but they attracted wide attention 
by their originality of style and expres-| 
sion. He was prolific in this sort cf

WO distinct elements ty eee

They are mostly Flanhi- 
gans, Walshes, Maffitts, Scullins, De- 
laneys, Morrisons, Bakewells, Haleys, 
Thompsons, Taylors, Tomkins, when 
they are not Von Phuls, Von Shraders, 
Von Versens, Von Shrenks and the like. 
What the old French lose in outward 


and visible signs of racial character- 
istics, though they are making up, for 
all over the place in voluble proclama- 
tion of their French origin, their French 
sympathy, their inherent right and duty 
to help the French cause. 

Even the Vions, the Chouteaux, the 
Garesches, the Garneaux, the Cabannes, 
the Papins, the Janises, Melliers, De 
Menils, Lucaseg, Chopins, Benoist, Pueg- 
nets, Karsts, Bauduys, Desloges, Valles, 
La Beaumes, whose names are indis- 
putable proof, are not so insistently re- 
mindful of their French beginnings as 
some of those whose names do not sug- 
gest their Gallic origin. 

Native French Are Easily 
Picked Out in the Throng 
HE newer French do not need the 
T tri-color bouttonier nor the tri- 
color hair ribbons, nor the pompa- 
dour polonaise, nor other assertion to 
proclaim their nativity. It is apparent 
at a distance in an inimitable language 
of shoulders and hands they use. By 
these outward signs and other telling 
racial mannerisms you could tell at a 
glance that Mrs. Max Gottschalk, Mrs. 
Gitaldin-Farish, Mrs. Guy Study, Mrs. 
A. Schreiber, Mrs. G. Yorger were 
French, and certainly the names did not 
enlighten you. Our newer French citi- 
zens were most easily distinguishable 
when you came within earshot of them. 
For—relaxing for the moment their 
usual polite regard for the linguistic 
limitation and inaptitude of their adopt- 
ed countrymen—all were indulgng them- 
selves in the opportunity for free and 
uninterrupted use of the French lan- 
guage.

Gustine has an only brother 
in the Belgian forces and Mme. Le 
Glaive’s young husband—even while she 
is pluckily helping to make brilliant and 
gay this carnival—is in the grim trenches 
“somewhere in France“ if he is alive. 

In some minds Mme. Le Glaive is 
accounted a war heroine, even as her 
husband is a hero. At the first call for 
reservists she urged her husband, who 
was just getting established in a sales- 
manship here, to join his colors. At 
that time she spoke scarcely a word of 
English. They had no savings, nothing, 
And she had not as y a means of 
supporting herself. I may live, I may 
starve, but France needs vou,“ she 
said. ‘‘We never could return to France, 
none of our .friends ever would speak 
to us if you did not go now.“ 

And he said, “I love my wife. I do 
not like war. But my heart is French 
and my country calls me.“ So he went 
over and fought until he was wounded, 
was invalided out, then enlisted again. 


Le Glaive’s Sacrifice 
for Her Beloved Country 
ME. LE GLAIVE has not starved.

Arrested When Leaving Train. 
A dispatch from Quincy to the Post- 


Dispatch said that Crane was at his of- 
fice in Mendon this morning, and that 
when the Town Marshal ang the Sher- 
iff and two deputies approached the of- 
fice he left by the back door and board- 
ed a local train. He was arrested when 
he stepped from the train at Quincy. 

Policemen learned that a man. be- 
lieved to have been Crane was at the 
Leland Hotel, 1414 Market street, an 
hour after the shooting, and a grip 
which he left there was found to con- 
tain stationery of Crane’s newspaper. 
He and a woman were registered, the 
proprietor says, as C. B. Oliver and 
wife of Quincy. 

A note in a woman’s handwriting was 
found in the room which was written 
on one of Crane's letterheads, and 
which was signed with the initial “R.” 
The note said: 

“You have treated me as if I had to 
do as you said, and I am returning the 
compliment. There is nothing in the 
world I would not do for you, but you 
have gone too far. Good- by.“ 

Mrs. Oliver admitted, at the hospital, 
that she wrote this note and left it in 
thé room. She admitted having been 
the Mrs. Oliver’’ who was at the hotel 
with Crane, but denied that she had 
remained there over night, or that, as 
the hotel manager told the police, she 
was there Dec. 4 with Crane.

very pro-German in the expression of 
my sentiments, I left the German Con- 
sul and was admitted into one of the 
other offices on the fifth floor of the 
Royal Insurance Building, and there 
Von Brincken came to me again and 
asked me if I would do something for 
him in Canada. 

“He said: ‘You are the man; you can 
make good money.’ Von Brincken then 
asked me to come to his room in the

went in; then Von Brincken told me 
that they were willing to send me up 
to Canada to blow up one of the rail- 
road bridges of the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad or one of the tunnels or any- 
thing at all, he said. I asked him what 
was in it and he said he would talk it 
over with the German Consul, Bopp, 
but he wanted to know what I approxi- 
mately wanted for it. I answered by 
saying that I did not know what such 
a thing was worth and that he had bet- 
ter make some proposition to me. I 
don't remember now the exact amount 
of remuneration that he did offer at 
the time, but I said I would think . 
over. About a week and a half afte: 
that I wrote a letter to Wallace C. 
Orchard, who is one of the assistants 
of the general freight manager of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway in Vancouver, 
B. C., Canada, giving substantially the 
same facts as hereinbefore stated. I 
received a telegram from Mr. Orchard 
in reply, of the following tenor: ‘Come 
immediately to Vancouver. Your travel- 
ing expenses will be paid.’ 

‘In the meantime I had accepted 
Von Brincken’s proposition to go to 
Canada and he offered me five hundred 
dollars ($600) to defray my expenses. 
As at that time I did not know 
whether the acceptance of that 
money would bring me into any 
trouble, I told him that I had suffi- 
cient funds to get along until I came 
back. On different occasions in his 
rcom Von Brincken showed me maps 
and information about Canada and 
pointed out to mie whereabouts he want- 
ed the act to be done. This was to be 
between Pevelstoke and Vancouver on 
the Canadian Pacific Railway and I was 
to get $3000 in case of a successful 
blowing up of a military train or bridge 
er tunnel.

NEW TRIAL REFUSED TO YOUTH 
WHO KILLED MAN WITH IRON BAR 


Andrew F. Kane Was Given Ten 
Years by Jury for Murder in 
Second Degree. 

Judge Grimm today overruled the mo- 
tion for a new trial in the case of An- 
drew F. Kane, 18 years old, of 2331 Mad- 
ison street, who was convicted Nov. 23 
of murder in the second degree, and 
whose term of imprisonment was fixed 
by the jury at 10 years.. The Judge pro- 

nounced sentence on Kane. 

Kane killed William O'Malley, 52, of 
2520 North Ninth street, in a lumber yard 
at Fourteenth and Mullanphy streets. He 
said he struck O’Malley with an iron 
bar after O'Malley had attacked him, 
but O’Malley’s empty pay envelope, 
found near his body, and the fact that 
his pockets were turned inside out, gave 
the case the aspect of robbery.

The | cents a thousand feet and for meant 


Effort to Overturn Law Passed 
at Last Session Is Considered.

The filing of a test suit to determine 
the right of the Board of Education to 
permit the use of public school build- 
ings outside of school hours by neigh- 


borhood and school patrons’ associations 
was predicted last night by Herman 
Mauch, former president of the board, 
after its attorney, Robert Burkham, had 
submitted an opinion that the board did 
not have such right. 

Several delegations, headed by w- 
lam Zachritz and Ciremt Judge Thomas 
C. Hennings, attended the meeting to 
contest the opinion, but it was referred 
to a committee to report at the next 
meeting and this shut off discussion. 
Burkham pointed out that the last 
Legislature, in enacting a law permit- 
ting use of school buildings, provided 
that it should not.apply to cities having 
& population of more than 7,0. This 
provision was added in the rorm of an 
amendment when the bill was pending in 
the Legislature. 

Burkham held that the board probably 
could permit the use of buildings by or- 
ganizations having direct connection 
with educational purposes. After the 
meeting Mauch said that a test suit had 
been discussed by members of the board. 
Stephen M. Wagner, a member of the 
Building Committee, said he had found 
much waste in the management of build- 
-ngs, and that an order requiring jan- 
itors to save waste paper to be sold, 
alone would net $1800 a year.

OPPOSES FOREIGN | 
LEGATION GUARDS 


Newspapers Making Campaign 
to Have Them Withdrawn 
From Pekin. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
PEKIN, Oct. 27.—Chinese newspapers 
are carrying on a campaign for the 
withdrawal of the legation guards which 
foreign powers, maintain in Pekin. .At 
present only the Americans, the Japa- 
nese and the Dutch have a full guard 
al their legation compounds. As a re- 


sian, the French, the Italian, the Ger- 
man and the Austrian legations have 
reduced their guard to small squads, 
but even the few soldiers left in Pekin 
by these belligerents have managed to 
engage in some clashes which the Chi- 
nese use as an argument against the 
employment of troops by foreign lega- 
tions. 
Trains Chinese Corps. 

Under the direction of Lieut.-Gen. J. 
Munthe, a Norwegian officer and mili- 
tary adviser o President Yuan Shi-Kai, 
a special Chinese corps has been trained 
for the defense of the legation quarter. 
This corps now numbers over 60 mem- 
bers, and is held by the Chinese to be a 
very effective organization, capable of 
affording adequate protection to foreign- 
ers resident in Pekin. 

fhe Chinese Government has not for- 
mally presented a request for the with- 
drawal of the legation guard, and it is 
not. likely that the matter will be pre- 
sented in an official way to the foreign 


| governments in the immediate future. 


However, the comment of the Chinese 
dress indicates the general Chinese atti- 
tude which will doubtless. take form in 
some official action before the end of 
the present European war. 

The Chinese papers constantly suggest 
that when the legation guards are de- 
pleted it is plain to see how unnecessary 
their presence is for the defense of the 
legation section. It is pointed out by 
the vernacular papers that Taku, the 
entrance to the river leading to Tientgin, 
is now absolutely unfortified. Conse- 
abently. foreign powers could not be 
hindered from landing troops speedily 
at Tientsin in case-any emergency were 
to arise. 


250 Men at U. 8. Legation. 
The American legation guard at pres- 


ent stationed in the legation quarter 
numbers about 20 marines. The Japa- 


Dutch guard slightly smaller. All told, 
the Americans have about 1500 troops, 
marines and infantry, 
Tientsin, and as guards along the rall- 
way between Pekin and @ientsin. A 
year ago the entire num of foreign 
troops in North China exceeded ‘46,000. 
At present the number is considerably 
less than 5000.

The aldermanic ¢ommittee’s favorable attitude 

on the $285,000 appropriation for a municipal 
dock promises to substitute action for delay in 
important public improvement. 

Comptroller Player is right in declaring that 
adequate wharf facilities cannot be provided for 
that sum. But it will construct one unit in St. 
Louis’ prospective system of rail and river termi- 
nals. It does not equip the city for the future, 
but it supplies present needs and inaugurates an 
experiment that will be valuable in handling the 
expected growth in river trade. The proposed 
site at the foot of North Market street is not now 
much used by the passenger boats. It has, how- 
ever, many advantages as a freight transfer point 
that will make it a center of traffic when water- 
borne commerce is restored. 

But for the new problems created by the war, 
unquestionably a comprehensive plan of river con- 
trol would now be well advanced toward the stage 
of actual: work. The mature thought of the ceun- 
try on the subject is well expressed in the annual 
report of Secretary of the Interior Lane. He 
urges a huge bond issue for drainage, land re- 
clamation and flood-prevention, which would re- 
sult in greatly improved navigation possibilities. 

Probably the adoption of some judicious pro- 
gram looking in that direction is not more than 
twe or three years away, provided peace terms 
are agreed to in the meantime. That wharf cerv- 
tee which river cities generally and especially St.

The slop 
drains extending from the upper tene- 
ments to the ground were covered with 
half-frozen, foul-smelling slime. The 
garbage cans, filled with refuse, stood

But the windows were darkened, here 
and at the other tenements, so that hot 
a ray daylight could enter, even in 
those places where the daylight was not 
shut out by surrounding buildings. Coal 
ranges or stoves were found in most of 
the tenements, which were stifling hot 
and foul -smelling from lack of light 
and ventilation.
